the hoof should be thoroughly wash- 
ed out with a solution of bichloride 
of mercury at the rate of one part 
UrfiOtl of water. After this Is dime, 
absorbent cotton saturated with the 
same solution should be applied to 
the wound and the whole hoof park- 
ed in cotton and surrounded byu 
bandage, which can be kept In place 
by a coat of tar. In this way filth 
Is prevented from coming in con- 
tact with the wound. The original 
operation should be performed by a 
veterinarian, but the subsequent 
treatment can be supplied by the 
average farmer. All that is neces- 
sary after the first dresing is to 
pour a little of the solution of bi- 
chloride of mercury on the cotton 
that projects from the upper )>art 
of the bandage. The cotton will ab- 
sorb enough of the fluid to keep 
the wound moistened and hasten the 
healing process. If such a remedy Is 
not adopted soon nfter the horse 
is wounded, the owner runs a serious 
risk of losing the animal. either 
through blood poisoning <>r lockjaw. 

Maintatnini! PtrtUH) of the Soil. 
(Continued From I-ast Week.) 
Let us suppose that the readetn 
Hves In the corn l>elt of southern 
Illinois or Missouri, where both corn 
and small grain can be grown. We 
will suppose that he owns 160 acres 
of land, and wishes to practice a 
complete rotation that will main- 
tain the fertility of his soil. How 
should he build a rotation that will 
ao this? 

In the first place, we would A'.- 
vide the land into four fleUs as 
nearly equal as possible. Une field 
we would have in clover meadow, 
another in pasture, another in corn, 
and the fourth In small grain. Next 
year I would plow up the imsture 
lor corn, turn the cattle onto the 
old meadow for pasture, sow the 
corn stalks to small grain and clov- 
er, and what was In small grain 
this year would be for meadow 
ntxt year. If the soli is very poor 
1 would make this change every 
year If not, two crops of corn 
can be grown In succession and ihe i 
one of small grain and another of 
corn before the chnnge Is made. By 
such a rotation the farmer may ex- 
pect to raise loo head of hogs, 
the farmer In the locality named 
should have at least five acres in 
troll; to the pasture he should be 
able to maintain at least twenty 
h<wd of cattle, preferably milk cows. 
In addition to this he should keep 
six head of mares with which to do 
the farm work. 

From such a farm storked as sug- 
gested the farmer may expect re- 
turns as follows: From fruit, $1,000, 
hogs. »1,600; milk, butter and calves, 
|1,000; colts. $300; truck, grain and 
farm product* not needed to feed 
farm stock, »500; total, $4,300. The 
farmer could not expect more than 
thin If the entire farm was in any 
one crop, so that it Is Just as profit- 
able to follow this rotation as it 
would be to keep the grouud in no- 
thing but corn, oats or wheat all 
the time 

Let us see If mixed funning as 
above suggested will maintain the 
fertility of the soil. In the first 
place, we will suppose that the torn 
will average fiPy bushels per acre 
and that ImO the grain and the 
fodder are removed from the ground 
and the fodder fed on the iwstun- 
or In the lots. This means a re- 
moving of something like eighty 
pounds of nitrogen, thirty pounds 
of phosphorus and seventy pounds 
of potash Tne average yield of 
small grain of the section would 
mean a removal of thirty pounds of 
nitrogen, fifteen pounds of phospho- 
rus and thirty pounds or potash. 

This makes a total of 4.40 

of nitrogen, 1.800 pounds of phos 
phorus and 4,000 pounds of potash 
each year from the forty acres nf 
corn and forty acres of wheat 

To offset this loss, the hors, *, 
aside from wbat Is lost on the 
highways, will pnidiice per year no 
)PSR than six tons of manure each. 
This totals thirty-six tons for the 
six horses. The United States De- 
partment of AgrU-iilture, In one of 
Its recent bulletins, shows that 
manure has been found by many an- 
alyses to contain 0.6 |ier cent nitro- 
gen, 0.26 per cent phosphorus and 
0 6 per cent of potash Six h)rses,| 
then. r->nld void 400 pounds of nit 
rogeti, *>J pounds of phosphorus and 
400 pounds of |mta»ti In • year if 
the manure Is properly preserved 
and applied. The department has 
also found that observations show 
that the average milk cow will vujd 
rwelve tons of manure In a year, 



•j.mio pounds of phosphorus and 
400 pounds of pota*h returned to 
the farm by the animals kept on 
the farm. In addition to this clov- 
er will return fertility MoMM It is 
a legume and has power to gather 
nitrogen from the air. and is a deep- 
rooted er-p and will bring up phos- 
phorus and potash front the subsoil. 

Just how much Dltrogan H will 
gather from the air is, a matter 
that can never be correctly deter- 
mined, i.owever, the Minnesota 
stall' 11 lias found that where a ro- 
tation of wheat, clover, wheat and 
oats is grow : the plat will show an 
annual gain 01 Pi pounds of iiltnv 
gen per ncr< In other words, the 
clover will teiii-n to the soli 244 
pounds more nitrogen |x>r acre in 
one year tbnji e.n 'lie removed by 
ihe two crops of wheal, one crop 
of oats and ' one crop of rimer hay 
Tli." conclusion would lead us to be- 
lieve that a crop of clover will re- 
tain, to each acre about 4<m» pounds, 
•>1 nitrogen, more than Is needed 
to produce the crop and Is lost by 
Hptd decay of humus and In the 
d lnage waters. Hut to be on the 
safe side of the mutter let us esti- 
mate only fifty pounds i>er acre, or 
2.000 pounds for the forty acres. 

The clover, being a deep - routed 
crop, will gather considerable phos- 
phorus and |»>tiish from the sub- 
soil. Some of this will he used in 
maturing and makitig the hay. and 
some of I" will be left In the roots 
and stubs Some estimate that the 
amount thus brought up will exceed 
100 pounds of phosphorus per acre 
and 200 isnuids of potash This e». 
tlmate we think is exceedingly large, 
but we do think that nearly If not 
quite as much of these elements are 
brougnt from the subsoil a* Is mill- 
ed to make the crop of clover (my. 
Taking this as truth and figuring 
the nitrogen returned at only fifty 
1 und* i»r sere, we have the total 
'e urn t/i the fitrn. from the BHMN 
and clover of 8.60 iKMinds of nitro- 
sen. 2.S00 pounds of phos'i'ioriH and 
3.400 pounds of potash. By again 
considering the amount removed by 
the crops. It can be seen that we 
have a gain of over 2.500 pounds nf 
nitrogen, which Is ample for loss 
that may be expected from 'he 
rapid decay of humus and In ihe 
drainage waters, while the phospho- 
rus and potash are practically the 
same, thus showing that It Is possi- 
ble to maintain, the fertility of the 
soil In this simple manner. 

By rotating the pasture as well 
as the crops ihe stock are changed 
from one part of the farm to anoth- 
er, and they apply a great d«nl of 
their manure themselves while 
they are In the pas'ure. '1 1: 111 the 
question of 'he application of ma- 
nure is materially r-lurid ail the 
u nd receives the ti anure while 11 I- 
fresh and liefore It has lost any of 
its fertility. 

The whole question of how to 
maintain the fertility of the farm 
laud resi)l\es Itself Into the one 
thuughi: Maintain the supply of 
bumus In the soli, and the supply ol 
plant food will also be maintained 
The supply of humus can best be 
maintained by the growth or clover 
iu rotation with other crop* and 
the keeping of euottgh stock on the 
farm to consume all ,he forage and 
hay produced aud a considerable of 
the grain. II this is done the fer- 
tility of the farm will be miilmaln- 
ed. Analyses, as I have shown 
above, prove that this Is true. The 
experience of practical farmers al- 
so proves that it la true. When 
the common farm crops or the pre 
valliug crops of the aectlon are 
grown, the fertility of the soil can 
be maintained In the very way I 
have suggested. Of course, If ex- 
haustive crops, like some of the gut- 
den crops, are grown, then the grow- 
er will have to resort to the use 
of commercial fortllliciu. But when 
the common farm crops are grown, 
nature has provided a way to main- 
tain the fertility of the soil by Him 
pie methods and with materials pru- 
doeeil on the farm.
